Christians? 


Two recent comments on the 
present state of the Christian 
church are of more than passing 

interest, and as- 
suredly are apro- 
pos to our pres- 
ent problems. 
The historian 
Arnold Toynbee 
noted in his lat- 
est book that if 
Jesus of Naza- 
reth today were 
to enter a fishing 
boat and push 
out into the Sea of Galilee he 
would almost certainly be fired 
on by patrols of two rival armies. 


The greatest evangelist of our 
time, Dr. William (Billy) Gra- 
ham, told a Charlotte audience 
that the nation has “too many 
Fifth Amendment Christians who 
- are afraid to speak up for Christ.”’ 


“Il have never heard or known 
of a Communist,” Graham told a 
packed crusade audience, ‘‘who 
wouldn’t speak up any time, any- 
where for Stalin, Lenin or Marx.’’ 


The evangelist said further: “A 
handful of Communists are win- 
ning the world, while 600 million 
Christians are losing it. Why? 
Because they believe in some- 
_— and they are ready to die 
or it. 


“‘We serve God with our lips but 
our heart is far from Him.” 


The progress of communism 
continues in Asia. Burma, a 
country which emphatically does 
not wish to go Communist, has 
been saved, temporarily, by the 
action of its army. 


Bled by Poverty 


It has been slowly bled, and 
subverted, by the poverty of its 
economy and the erosion of a war 
with Communist guerrillas. Bur- 
ma is led by a really devout 
Buddhist, the amiable and intelli- 
gent U Nu, not too long ago a 
visitor to our country. 


Burma may yet be saved by 
the integrity of her leadership and 
the ethics of the Buddhist religion. 
But it will require something of 
a miracle. Burma was not a 
recipient of great American aid. 
She was attempting to go it on 
her own. 


Western aid, while on that sub- 
ject, was diverted from its orig- 
inal concept as established 
by the Marshall plan. 


We tend to lose sight of the 
fact that in Asia and the Orient 
there is no knowledge of Russia 
or communism insofar as the 
masses of people are concerned. 
Russia was never there as a 
colonial power. Britain, France, 
The Netherlands and Japan, as 
occupying forces during the war, 
are known. Communism comes 
as a new force and becomes, in 
fact, as Dr. Graham has noted, 
something approximating a “re- 
ligion.”’ 

In our country we see a daily 
campaign designed to cast doubt 
on, if not destroy, belief in the 
courts, the Presidency and the 
whole system of American govern- 
ment. Can we afford that? Is it 
necessary ‘to thus subvert our in- 
stitutions to solve the grievous 
domestic problem which con- 
fronts us? 


Civilized People 


One mark of a civilized people 
is to be able to disagree without 
being disagreeable. But today for 
one to suggest that we, too, will 
fail and be consumed if we allow 
our faith and belief in our system 
of government to be subverted by 
anger, doubt and dissent is to 
bring down upon one’s head abuse 
which sometimes is almost insane 
in its irrational content. 


It seems impossible to believe 
that today anyone would agree to 
give up a system of public 
schools. We see our cities and 
towns grow and expand. We wit- 
ness the steady movement to in- 
dustrial areas. It is absolutely 
necessary to have public educa- 
tion in a society dependent on in- 
dustry and technology. Yet, no 
state is required to educate its 
people. It can, if it wishes, re- 
fuse. The federal government 
cannot demand schools. 


A nation with a Christian civili- 
zation should be able to solve any 
problem. Dr. Graham’s statement 
is an indictment which cannot be 
dismissed or in any way ‘“‘no 
billed.” It is a fact. 

The Communist enemy is on 
the march. And only an America 
which has great faith in itself, 
its institutions, and its govern- 
ment can survive and win the 
final battle. 


That much is for sure. Is there 
no exit save through the gates of 
bate, of fear and distrust of 
ourselves?

Atty. Gen. Cook announced the 
suit was filed in Appling Supe- 
rior Court as the climax of a 
lengthy investigation by his office. 


Cook also said that he and Asst. 
Atty Gen. Hughel Harrison, who 
headed the Baxley investigation, 
will assist in the Appling County 
grand jury’s probe of the case 
next month. Cook earlier had said 
he expected the jury to return 
some indictments in the case. 


The Baxley investigation got un- 
der way last March after The At- 
lanta Constitution reported that 
the state had paid the city $242,000 
for highway work, much of which 
had never been done. Under the 
contracts the state paid the city, 
Baxley Mayor J. M. (Buck) Dunn 
in turn paid himself about $125,000 
for work which was supposed to 
be performed under the contracts. 
About $110,000 of the contract 
money was paid to a Baxley firm, 
DeLaigle-Lanier Construction Co. 


The highway department in- 
vestigated The Constitution’s re- 
port and at first announced the 
state had gotten its money’s worth 
under the contracts. A _ subse- 
quent highway investigation turned 
up $103,000 in overpayments for 
road work and $8,199 overpayment 
on a materials contract. In ad-

The coaxial 
cable and NBC network affiliation 
came into Atlanta on Sept. 30, 
1950. A year later, WSB-TV 
moved to the tall tower on Wil- 
loughby Way and switched to 
Channel 2. In July, 1953, the FCC 
permitted a power increase to 100 
KW and in March, ..1958, raising 
of the tower to a maximum allow- 
2,049 feet above sea level, and 
antenna improvements further 
broadened the station’s coverage 
area and reception quality.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—A cor- 
poration of six white citizens 
leased Little Rock’s closed high 
schools Monday but its plans to 
open them Tuesday private and 
segregated apparently blew up 
late Monday. 


Two judges of the Eighth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals stepped 
into the picture with a temporary 
restraining order, which U.S. mar- 
shals served upon perhaps 200 
persons, including teachers. 


BOARD DECIDES 


Late Monday night, school board 
president Wayne Upton said the 
school board had decided to obey 
the order, which forbade it to 
transfer the leased schools to the 
Little Rock Private School Corpor- 
ation. 


“We are now restrained from 
permitting the private school cor- 
poration to operate the schools,” 
he said. 

When pressed to say whether 
that means the schools will stay 
closed Tuesday he said, “You 
have seen the order. I presume 
that it does.” 


ADVISED BY ATTORNEY 


School Superintendent Virgil 
Blossom, a few moments before 
had read a statement, saying, 
“our attorney has advised the Lit- 
tle Rock school board to comply 
with the order. That they will do.”’ 


But Blossom said shortly, “‘no 
questions,” when reporters tried to 
make him say whether the schools 
will remain closed. 


Dr. T. J. Raney, president of 
the corporation that leased the 
properties, said attorneys have 
given him no advice as to what 
to do in the light of the restraining 
order issued by federal judges in 
Qmaha Monday.

WASHINGTON —Administration 
officials said Monday that the 
United States is in “no hurry” 
to break off the Warsaw talks and 
to take the Quemoy issue to the 
United Nations. 


A time may come, the officials 
said, when the issue can be use- 
fully discussed in the United Na- 
tions. It might be possible then 
merely to suspend the Warsaw 
talks without breaking them off. 
It might also then be helpful to 
have Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold make a swing 
through the Far East.

Court Has Its Say 
But Problem Stays 


On Monday the Supreme Court of 
the United States handed down its 
. “clarification” ruling, anticipated since 
Sept. 12 when the justices unanimously 
ordered desegregation, begun at Little 
Rock’s Central High School in 1957, to 
continue. At that time the court said it 
would offer later an amplification of its 
findings. 

These amplifications will be produc- 
. tive of anguish and sorrow in the five 
remaining Deep South states which have 
announced they will not comply and in 
Little Rock, where the issue developed 
which produced the decision of Monday. 


We deeply regret that events have 
presented this cup to the Deep South 
and to Georgia in these final terms. But 
none may escape its import. The decree 
makes unconstitutional the leasing of 
_schools to private operators. The court 
went further. It prohibits “evasive 
schemes” whether attempted ingeniouslv 
(cleverly or inventively) or ingenuously 
(frankly, innocently or without guile.) 


Georgia has perhaps six to 10 months 
before being confronted with action. Fed- 
eral courts have announced that a suit 
filed against the Atlanta schools will be 
heard in time to produce a district court 
opinion before the fall of 1959. Georgia 
has still some field in which to maneuver 
legally, although that field has been re- 
duced. In the affected districts of Vir- 
ginia and Arkansas there are few legal 
maneuvers remaining. 


None of us can escape the somber, 
melancholy meaning of the unanimous 
decision. The great majority of the people 
of Georgia, strongly critical of the court’s 
constitutional interpretation, have ex- 
pressed themselves with the ballot to 
the effect they prefer no schools at all 
to even token, limited desegregation 
such as the court permits even under its 
latest ruling of yesterday. The justices 
held that “deliberate speed” meant 
merely a start in good faith. 

The outlook for the years ahead is for 
a vast increase in the number of parochi- 
al schools. The Roman Catholic, Presby- 
terian and the Episcopal churches have 
a start in this field, with the first much 
further advanced in the establishment 
of elementary and secondary schools. 
That many so-called private schools will 
spring up is also sure. But we must, in 
candor, face the fact that nothing can 
take the place of public education. For 
thousands there would be no education or 
almost none. 

This is a cup which we had prayed 
might pass from us. But it is at hand. Or 
nearly so. Georgia has time to make some 
decisions. Since we are committed by 
heavy majority to abandoning the schools, 
there must be some consideration about 
the future of school bonds, physical 
plants, teacher retirement funds and 
liquidation of all equipment assets. 

It is a tremendous, tragic decision 
and no citizen should overlook all that 
it means to the present and future. We 
pray that some miracle of public opin- 
ion will, in the years ahead, somehow 
restore adequate education for the chil- 
dren of our state and the Deep South.

France Admits Failure 
And Votes for Future 


The amazing majority by which citi- 
zens of France and her territories Sun- 
day voted a new Constitution and a new 
Fifth Republic offers great hope that the 
country and its possessions may be mov- 
ing toward a cure for a political illness 
which at times seemed certain to be 
fatal. | 

Following her World War II disasters, 
citizens of France voted a Fourth Repub- 
lic with a government which they left 
virtually powerless. Distrustful of lead- 
ership which they blamed for their hu- 
miliation, the new government they set 
up made it impossible for leadership to 
function. 

Almost two decades and 25 govern- 
ments later the French have proved their 
complete disillusion. And the man who 
brought it abcut, Premier Charles de 
Gaulle, perhaps was the only individual 
within the French nation who could have 
achieved it. Those who feared that Gen. 
de Gaulle planned a military coup and a 
military dictatorship have seen him per- 
suade the millions of Frenchmen to vote 
for their own salvation. 

The new Republic, approved by a vote 
of 4-1, gives the executive department 
power to function. It curbs the legisla- 
tive, which because of the multiplicity 
of parties had led France to political and 
administrative chaos. It permits a French 


in about four months should confirm this 
victory. 

For the present, Premier de Gaulle 
will have greater power than any other 
French executive since Napoleon III. He 
is almost certain to be named the first 
president under the new Republic. 

All who believe in freedom will look 
to the French example and rejoice. 
France, through a vote of her people, has 
been given renewed life. Her friends will 
hope that the decision means a revival 
of French greatness, the objective 40 
often yoiced by Premier de Gaulle.

Calls for Firm Action 


Fulton County’s crackdown on dog 
owners who fail to have their pets inocu- 
lated against rabies deserves the firm 
backing of the courts. 


Approximately 25 citizens of the 
county have had to take the painful 
rabies shots this year after being bitten 
by infected animals. A serious outbreak 
of the disease has struck dogs in west 
Fulton and west Atlanta. 


The present situation as well as the 
other instances in which human lives 
were imperiled are inexcusable. There 
have been numerous violations of the law 
requiring owners to have their dogs in- 
oculated and enforcement has not been 
what it should have been. 

Free clinics to administer the vaccine 
will be held today through Thursday. All 
dogs not wearing inoculation tags im- 
mediately thereafter should be impound- 
ed and their owners prosecuted to the 
limit of the law. a 

The threat of rabid doxs to human 
beings is a throwback to a less civilized 
era. The community cannot tolerate this 
needless risking of lives.

Gov. Griffin’s Humor 
Doesn’t Quite Register 


The state’s surplus has dwindled to 
its lowest point in a decade with the 
prospect being that by the end of this 
year it will be practically nonexistent. 
As State Auditor Thrasher has been say- 
ing, the next state administration will 
take office facing a financial crisis. 

Gov. Griffin, whose administration 
has been the most free-spending in the 
state’s history, yesterday made _ the 
ironic prediction that Gov.-Nominate 
Vandiver will face major financial trou- 
bles when he takes office next year. As 
the man who has controlled the purse 
strings, the governor surely should know. 
As another figure in history put it, “After 
me, the deluge.” 

State spending this year is exceeding 
revenues at a figure approximating the 
decline in surplus funds. This. decline 
from 29 million to less than five million 
in the space of a few months shows the 
trend. State spending is at the rate of 
330 million dollars a year and still grow- 
ing while revenues are 12 or 13 million 
dollars less than that. 

It is true that much money has been 
spent on worthy projects. But that lit- 
tle or no attention has been given to 
achieving efficiency and economy in gen- 
eral government operations also is true. 
It is in these fields the next administra- 
tion must strive if it is to find funds to 
carry on essential services without a tax 
increase. 

As for the governor’s attitude that 
his successor will be facing no more 
than he, Griffin, faced, the humor is 
somewhat misplaced. Too well remem- 
bered is the tax-raising special session 
which took one of the biggest bites in 
history from Georgia pocketbooks. 

At any rate, the new administration 
can look forward to an empty treasury. 
And Gov. Griffin does not want to de- 
prive his successor “of that anxiety.”

WASHINGTON—Dire predictions are being 
heard these days that railroad passenger travel 


“to love less.”” In regard to this, 
I felt certain that I was repeating 
the thoughts of many eminent 
Bible students.

Unquestionably 
the railroads have lost passenger business heavily and continuously 


ever since the end of World War II. 


Railroads, it seems, have been 
the subject of unfair competition 
to the extent that they do not 
enjoy the subsidies that air lines 
get nor the tax-paid facilities 
such as highways and airports. 

The railroads, too, have been 
plagued by union contracts that 
often require them to carry big- 
ger train crews than ere needed. 
The convenience of automobile 
travel and the faster schedules 
of the airlines have drawn trade 
away. 

But sometimes it seems the 
railroads themseWwes are not do- 
ing enough to keep what passen- 
ger traffic they have left, let alone 
to attract new riders. The service 
between Washington and New 
York is a case in point. 

On a recent trip to New York 
and back aboard supposedly lux- 
ury trains this reporter found 
baggage could not be checked,

and Ohio has suspended such 
service altogether between Wash- 
ington and New York and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad is curtail- 
ing its trains. Furthermore there 
have been hints recently that the 
Pennsylvania might discontinue 
sleeping car service to the South 
between New York and Washing- 
ton, requiring through passen- 
gers to change trains here. 

These ssort of things, plus high 
fares and traditionally expensive 
prices in dining cars, lend cre- 
dence to charges often heard now- 
adays that the railroads seem de- 
liberately bent on getting out of 
the passenger business. 

Although many trains have 
been discontinued in Georgia for 
lack of business in recent years, 
a Cracker in Washington can only 
hope that there are still at least 
a few trains left back home like 
the Central of Georgia’s Nancy 
Hanks, on which a passenger can 
ride in comfort and cleanliness. 

As for courtesy, you just nat- 
urally expect Southerners to have 
a little more of that, even rail- 
road personnel. —

Meeting people on the streets 
still isn’t enough—I want to get 
into homes and talk at gréater 
length with people about their life. 
We have the name and address of 
a young girl who will be able to 
help us. We take a taxi to her ad- 
dress. No one speaks English, but 
the hands are wonderful means of 
communication. Before long we 
have made out the information 
that she has gone for a walk and 
will be back in 10 minutes. 


At the end of the block in the 
glow of sunset a church is to be 
seen. I'll go investigate while my 
friends wait for Naida to return. 
We’ve seen dozens of church build- 
ings already in two days, but none 
of them functioning churches. 
When we have approached them 
they turn out to be museums, tool 
shops, in one case an ice skating 
rink, or just empty. So I walk 
down the block to see, and the 
most amazing experience results. 


PARK SEATS 


Around this church is a park 
and people are seated on the 
benches. The doors are open and 
people are going in and out. This 
is encouraging. So I move in slow- 
ly. In the vestibule is the unmis- 
takable scent of incense. A step 
inside the inner door and there is 
a scene never to be forgotten. At 
first, I can’t make it out, but 
sight and sound soon become ad- 
justed. There is singing; there is 
movement of many people. 


The altar is hard to find be- 
cause the worshipers are so thick- 
ly crowded around it. It is im- 
possible to get close to it, for 
they are moving, constantly 
crowding to a lectern before the 
altar, stopping, bowing, kissing 
an icon, and moving on. Soon it 
is evident, there is no priest. This 
is not the orderly liturgy of the 
Orthodox Church. 


This is an unorganized mass of 
hungry hearts who have crowded 
into the church to bow innumer- 
able times before sacred ob- 
jects, kneeling, crossing them. 
selves, touching forehead to the 
floor, and singing spontaneously 
the chorales of an ancient faith. 


While out looking for people, I 
had stumbled onto the church. 
The church, too, is just people. 
When the singing came to an 
end, there would be a moment’s 
pause, then a voice from some 
corner of the sanctuary would 
start another. Soon the whole 
ae multitude had picked 

up. 


There are priests and services, 
but this unorganized moment of 
worship seems to say more about 
the soul of Russia than any other 
experience. After seeing this, we 
then noticed at other buildings, 
formerly churches, how often 
people are to be seen kneeling 
on the sidewalk before the empty 
or desecrated building, kissing its 
outside walls, crossing themselves 
before its remaining symbols. 

The heart still cries out for God.

Needed Here, Vets Say 


Although veterinarians here believe the three free 
rabies clinics to be held this week will help control Ful- 
ton County’s rabies outbreak, they also believe a long- 
range program is necessary. 


“Too many people fail to have 
their dogs vaccinated,” said Dr. 
Sam Ward, president of the At- 
lanta Veterinary Medical Society. 
“Of an estimated 85,000 dogs in 
Fulton County, only around 16,000 
—or one out of five—have been 
vaccinated against rabies this 
year.” 


Dr. Ward said dog owners who 


fail to have their dogs vaccinated 
should be forced by law to do so.

from law-enforcement officials as 
well as the general public,” Dr. 
Ward said. 


Many Atlanta-area veterinarians 
believe the only answer is an an- 
nual house-to-house canvass with 
cases made against all dog own- 
ers who have not had their dogs 
vaccinated, Dr. Ward said. Such 
a program has been suggested by 
some members of the Atlanta 
Veterinary Medical Society. 


Those in favor of the program 
think the dog owner who- has 
failed to have his animal vacci- 
nated should be given a few days 
in which to get the animal vac- 
cinated and pay $2 for the vacci- 
nation. Proponents of the plan 
say they will be happy to render 
their services free of charge and 
turn the $2 fees over to the county 
to help pay for the program. 


Veterinarians say many tax- 
payers who have their dogs in- 
noculated regularly and pay for 
the services feel it unfair to them 
to have to pay taxes to help an- 
other dog owner get his animal 
vaccinated at public expense. 
They say a dog is a luxury and 
any person who can afford a dog 
should be able to afford a $2 
vaccination fee. 


“Members of the Atlanta Vet- 
erinary Medical Society feel that 
we need to stop thinking in terms 
of rabies control and start think- 
ing in terms of complete rabies 
eradication,’’ Dr. Ward said. 


The three free rabies clinics 
will be held at Rockdale Health 
Center on Tuesday, the Adams- 
ville Health Center on Wednes- 
day, and the Hapeville Health 
Center on Thursday. They will be 
held from 1 to 6 p.m., with mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Veterinary 
Medical Society donating their 
services.

Text of Top Court Decision 


WASHINGTON \®# — Fol- 
lowing is the text of Mon- 
day's Supreme Court opinion 
in the Little Rock school de- 
cision: 


As this case 
raises questions of the highest 
importance to the maintenance of 
the federal system of government. 
It necessarily involves a claim 
by the governor and Legislature 
of a state that there is no duty 
en state officials to obey federal 
court orders resting on this 
court’s considered interpretation 
of the United States Constitution. 


Specifically it involves actions 
by the governor and Legislature 
of Arkansas upon the premise 
that they are not bound by our 
holding in Brown v. Board of Edu- 
cation, 347 U.S. 483.

defendants make a prompt and 
reasonable start toward full com-

‘tive manner. The burden rests 
upon the defendants to estab 
lish that such time is necessary

plant, the school transportation

Governor Restrained 


A governor who asserts a pow- 
er to nullify a federal court order 
is similarly restrained. If he had 
such power, said Chief Justice 
Hughes, in 1932, also for a unani- 
mous court, “it is manifest that 
the fiat of a state governor, and 
not the Constitution of the United 
States, would be the supreme law 
of the land; that the restrictions 
of the federal Constitution upon 
the state power would be but im- 
potent phrases .. .”

One may well sympathize with 
the position of the board in the 
face of the frustrating conditions 
which have confronted it, but, re- 
gardless of the board’s good faith,

Mayor Egan 
Fires Entire 
Police Force 


AURORA, Ill. (AP) — Mayor 
Paul Egan Monday night suspend- 
ed this city’s entire 68-man police 
force, proclaimed a state of emer- 
gency and called on the citizenry 
to make arrests when laws are 
violated. 


The controversial mayor, bris- 
tling with anger over the refusal 
of Police Chief Donald Curran to 
obey Egan’s order firing him, 
said in a statement: 


“Because the men of the Police 
Department are in open, defiant 
insubordination, Aurora is in a 
state of emergency.” 


Curran Sunday issued an order 
to his men saying none of Egan's 
orders should be obeyed unless 
the city council or Curran ap- 
proved. 


“This mutinous action of revo- 
lutionary individuals,” Egan's 
statement continued, “‘makes it 
imperative I act and suspend all 
members of the police force.” 


Egan then called on the citizens 
of this northern Illinois city ‘‘to 
make complaints and swear out 
warrants for any violation of the 
law.”

A man whose opinion I value very much 
called up to remind us that this Wednes- 
day has been proclaimed National Day of 
Prayer by President Eisenhower. 


A couple of weeks ago, he recalled, the 
President proclaimed the day and strongly 
urged Americans to pray for ‘“‘a just and 
durable peace.’’ And I suppose the Presi- 
dent meant internal peace as well as peace 
with our neighbors overseas. 


A lot of churches will, of course, have 
their regular weekly prayer meetings on 
the day and some will probably emphasize 
the Presidential call to prayer in special 
ways. But what the President evidently 
had in mind and what my friend thought 
worth stressing was the need for individual 
prayers. 


Until this gentleman called I confess 
I’ve done plenty of moaning about inter- 
national, national and regional problems 
but the praying I’ve done is almost purely 
personal. I didn’t think this was selfish. 
I suppose I explained it to myself by say- 
ing it was presumptuous of me to speak 
to God about what was going on elsewhere 
in His world, not being what they call an 
expert witness. That, my friend said, is the 


wrong attitude. It’s very important, he 
said, for us to pray about all the things 
that concern us, Quemoy and Little Rock 
as well as more intimate matters such as 
the mote in our own eye. 


“There’s put into the hands of those 
who pray some influence,”’ my friend said. 
“I can’t explain it but I know it’s true. 
The humblest person who prays has more 
influence, I believe, than many of the 
people on the scene who are working with- 
out prayer to straighten things out.” 


And then just in case I clung to the 
notion that I'd be mixing in matters be- 
yond my ken to pray for a just and durable 
peace, he gave me my scriptural authority. 
It’s to be found in the first few verses of 
the second chapter of I Timothy: 


“I exhort therefore, that, first of all, 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, and 
giving of thanks be made for all men; for 
kings and for all that are in authority that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in 
all godliness and honesty. For this is good 
and acceptable in the sight of God our 
Saviour, who will have all men to be 
saved, and to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth.” 


‘Come Out on the Front Porch 


Of Heaven and Bless Me’ 


As for the efficacy of prayer, I don’t 
want to open my ignorant mouth and 
sound off further on the subject except to 
say this. Praying for those who “despite- 
fully use you” is certainly one way to 
diminish your own rancor. There’s a line 
in the “Merchant of Venice” in Portia’s 
famous “quality of mercy” speech about 
that. 


“We do pray for mercy,” she said. 
“And that. same prayer doth teach us all 
to render the deeds of mercy.” 


Any day is a good day to pray but 
tomorrow we have been asked by the 
President of the United States, poor, 
troubled man, to pray together for our 
nation and our world. It shouldn’t be diffi- 
cult and it should be both moving and 
impressive. 


For once I'll try not to pray like a 
colored deacon I used to know who always 
opened his supplications in the quarters 
church at home by praying strictly for 
himself and his family. He began, ‘Oh, 
Lord, come out on the front porch of 
Heaven and bless me and my wife, Ger- 
trude, and our five children, Annie Ruth 
and Maggie Bell and.. .”

The 27 pine trees sway ever so 
lightly in the soft breezes here 
at the Methodist Center where 
the pretty home of Bishop Ar- 
thur J. Moore and Mrs. Moore 
has just been completed. 


The low-slung, one-story brick 
home with a slanting roof was 
given the bishop by south Geor- 
gia friends and laymen. It is 
located on the flat lowlands so 
characteristic of this section on 
a lot approximately 75 by 200 
feet. The half mile to the ocean 
in riding time is just a few min- 
utes away. 


“We have the marshes and 
the Frederica River for our 
back yard,’ said Mrs. Moore. 
“‘As I told someone just recent- 
ly we have it for breakfast 
every morning too! The Bishop 
and I eat on the enclosed porch. 
Our real dining room is actual- 
ly an eating area of the kitch- 
en. But when we have company 
we use the large room where 
we have the huge table given 
us by Mr. and Mrs. Asa G. 
Candler Jr.” 


ORIENTAL TYPE 


By strange coincidence, the 
house ‘plans were shown to the 
Moores for approval before con-

Many hus- 
bands who have come down 
here to visit us say they have 
been disappointed and sorry to 
see them,’ said Mrs. Moore.

Since Tennessee didn’t make a.first down, the Plainsmen con- 
tinuously applied the pressure to Tennessee’s green, but spunky 
line. 

For three quarters the rookie Tennessee team, outmanned on 
the field, was even with Auburn on the scoreboard. The Plainsmen 
then punched across two last-quarter markers to package the vic- 
tory. Perhaps the Tennessee defense was tougher than anticipated. 
Loss of fullback Ronnie Robbs will damage the Auburn offense in 
future games. 


On the other hand, the Auburn backs may not have to roll up 
many points to nail down another SEC championship. For there 
probably isn’t a college team capable of punching out yardage 
against the magnificent defensive troops. 


—Florida and State Are Tall Hurdles 


With the infant season only two weeks old, football experts 
have taken a sound thrashing. However, it looks as though all 
the swamis were correct in placing Auburn, Ole Miss and Missis- 
sippi State at the top of the SEC stack. 


It’s extremely difficult for any team to travel through two 
perfect campaigns ih a row, but the Plainsmen may turn the trick. 
The engagements with Florida on Nov. 1 and Mississippi State on 
Nov. 8 appear to be the most likely pitfalls. 


Since Ralph Jordan assumed the reins in 1951, the home team 
has emerged the winner in each tussle with Florida. Gainesville is 
the site of this year’s bout, and Florida seems better equipped 
than any other foe to match grips with the Auburn line. The match 
with State is annually one of the finest shows in the South. 


If Auburn or State stumble along the way, Ole Miss is apt to 
wind up on the SEC throne. The Rebels look like a cinch to enter 
November with a perfect record. 


Ole Miss hurdled Kentucky by a handsome 27-6 margin, and 
the Rebs won’t get another test until the LSU battle. They now 
encounter Trinity, Tulane, Hardin-Simmons and Arkansas on suc- 
cessive weekends. But, like athletic director Tad Smith says, the 
conference critics don’t seem interested in improving the Ole Miss 
schedule. 


At any rate, it’s Auburn, Ole Miss and State as they come out 
of the gate. The order of finish may change, but it’s apt to be the 
same three teams at the wire.
